Pulitzer Qualifications 
Again Are Altered 
NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—(/)— 
The qualifications for a Pulitzer 
prize novel have changed since the 
death of the prize donor from 
“wholesome” to “whole” to “best.” 


Joseph Pulitzer’s will directed 
that the prize go annually to “the 
original American novel published 
during the year which shall best 
present the wholesome atmosphere 
of American life and the highest 
standard of American manners and 
manhood,” 

The will, however, permitted the 
award committee to make certain 
changes in the qualifications, and 
so in 1929 the word “wholesome” 
was changed to “whole” to allow 
the prize to go to Julia Peterkin’s 
“Scarlet Sister Mary.”

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Scientists Study 
Antics of Meteors 
Aboard Airplane 


LOS ANGELES, ‘Nov. 17.—(4)— 
Scientists, using an airplane as their 
observatory, early today saw what 
probably was the greatest shower of 
the age-old Leonid meteors since the 
historic display of 1866. 

It was the hit show of the uni- 
verse, coming only once in every 33 
years and first seen just a thousand 
years ago. ‘The spectators were nine 
men, including Jdr. Paul W. Merrill, 
noted astronomer of the Mount Wil- 
gon observatory, Pasadena, Cal., who 
sat in a tri-motored night mail plane 
of the Western Air Express’ and 
watched as they flew from Salt Lake 
City to Los Angeles. 

The shower of flaming fragments 
appeared at one time with a frequen- 
ev of more than one a minute for 39 
minutes. In all nearly 150 were 
counted and there probably were more 
hidden from sight by the wing of the 
big monoplane. 

The most brilliant of these left a 
train that wag visible for nearly four 
minutes. It diverted from the straight 
lines of its predecessors by turning 
at right angle from its course as it 
flew through the air, probably 50 
miles above.

LEQNID METEORS

LOS ANGELES, Noy. 171.—(?)— 
The display of meteors observed en | 
route trom Salt Lake City to Los 
Angeles this morning in a mail plane 
of the Western Air Express was a re- 
markable one, by far the finest that 
[ ever have seen. Possibly it is the 
best display since the Great Leonid 
shower of 1866. 

Practically all of the meteors seen 
were members of the Leonid throng, 
as we could tell by noting that their

The Leonids outnumbered the ran- 
dom or casual meteors by 20 to 1. 
the meteors were 
faint but a considerably number out- 
shone any of the fixed stars. A good- 
ly proportion left behind them a vis- 
ible train, which lasted usually for 
a few seconds but in a few instances 
for two minutes or more. 

The behavior of a few of the trains 
was remarkably interesting, the 
straight line form as left by the pass- 
ing meteor becoming distorted by air 
currents into a curve or even a sharp 
bend.

MACDONALD TALK 
HEARTENS GANDHI 


Indian Leader Determin- 
ed To Stay in London as 
Long as Hope Lives. 


LONDON, Nov. 17.—A)—The Ma- 
hatma M. K. Gandhi, heartened by a 
talk with Prime Minister MacDonald, 
today reconsidered his decision ta 
leave for India Thursday and agreed 
to remain until the round-table con- 
ference ended. 

Lord Sankey, chairman of the con- 
ference. decided to prolong the ses- 
sion another week after several dele- 
gates had protested that the views of 
the principal representatives must be 
heard before a constitution could be 
drafted for India. 

“This leaves me in a fog,” said 
Gandhi, “but I am ready to spend the 
winter in England if necessary to se- 
cure some tangible results from these 
meetings.” ‘* 

The mahatma told the federal struc- 
tures committee, charged with_ for- 
mulating a constitution, that India 
must have full control over her own 
army. 

“We will go through fire and storm 
and «distress.’ he said, “and if it be 
God's will through a shower of bul- 
lets to obtain our independence. 

“The nation which has no control 
over its defense forces is not a re- 
sponsibl: nation, and if the British 
people think it will be a century be- 
fore we can be trusted with control 
of the army, then for that century 
the nationalist congress will wander 
in the wilderness. 

“If India cannot have control over 
the army, then the army should be 
C shanded. I will wait until eter- 
nity if | eannot get control over the 
national defenses.”

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CLEVELAND 10 
REPUBLICAN MEET 


Many Cities Entering 
Bids for Democratic Na- 
tional Convention.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Hark- 
ing back'to the early days of the Cool- 


idge administration for a precedent, 
the republican high command has hit 
upon Cleveland as the most acceptable 
site for the 1932 national convention 
of the party. 

While the matter will not be for- 
mally decided until the national com- 
mittee meets here December 15, it 
was learned today that word has been 
passed out by Senator Simeon Fess, of 
Ohio, chairman of the national com- 
mittee, ‘that Cleveland can -get the 
conclave if it wants it—that is, if it 
wants it bad enough to put up $150,- 
000 as expenses and a sort of cam- 
paign contribution. 

Next to the Ohio city, Detroit is 
represented as the second choice of 
Chairman Fess and his associates on 
the national committee. There are a 
number of other contenders, including 
Chicago, Kansas City, Philadelphia 
and Atlantic City. At one time the 
two California cities, Los Angeles and 
San Francisco, were prominently men- 
tioned also, chiefly on the ground it 
would be proper to go to Mr. Hoo- 
yver's home state, since his renomina- 
tion is practicaNy assured. But lit- 
tle agitation in favor of the Paeific 
coast has been heard since the initial 
discussion. 

Cleveland’s position as the leading 
contender is fortified by the fact of 
Senator Fess’ residence in the state, 
and further by the fact that the city 
itself is the home of Joseph R. Nutt, 
treasurer of the republican national 
committee. With two such influen- 
tial officials of the party national or- 
ganization working for its selection, 
it can readily be seen where others 
have little chance, provided, of course, 
the various local civic organizations 
get behind the project. 

In hitting upon the Ohio city, Sen- 
ator Fess and his associates have de- 
ereed it is more advisable for the 
party to go to the middle west sec- 
tion than the east for the convention. 
Chicago, long the seat of republican 
national conclaves up to and includ- 
ing the year 1920, has been ruled out 
fer reasons sufficient to Chairman 
Fess, 

Kansas City made a very acceptable 
convention site in 1928, but some- 
how the city has not pressed its claim 
and has lost favor. <aAt any rate, it 
is regarded as all but out of the run- 
ning, with the indicated choice resting 
between Cleveland and Detroit and 
with the latter's chances hinging 
mainly on Cleveland's attitude, 

Nevertheless,’ it is expected that 
Chicago, Philadelphia and Atlantic 
City will be on hand with strong del- 
egations to plead their case when the 
committee meets next month. Presi- 
dent Coolidge received his first nom- 
ination for the republican prize at 
Cleveland when the party met there 
in 1924. The democrats that year 
held their conclave at Madison Square 
Garden in New York, resulting in the 
memorable deadlock between the forces 
of William G. MeAdoo and former 
Governor Alfred E. Smith, which 
lasted for 1038 ballots. Mr. Coolidge 
was then serving the unexpired term 
of the late President Harding. 

Because their national committee 
does not meet until January to decide 
on a convention city, there is less 
discussion just now of where the dem- 
ocrats will go than exists among the 
republicans. An even larger number 
of cities have been mentioned for the 
democratic meet, but there seems to 
be no definite trend for any one loea- 
tion. The list extends from coast to 
coast. Probabilities are, however, that 
the party will also seé fit to go some-

Hits Japanese 


|Deposed ‘Governor of Manchuria — 
‘Puppet’ Regimes 


Editor’s Note: Chang MHesueh-liang, 
Manchurian war lord, member of an

[I was convalescing from typhoid fever 
at the Rockefeller hospital here when 
the Japanese launched the invasion 


which has extended to military oc- 
cupation of South Manchuria and is 
now penerating into North Manchu- 
ria, where fighting is going on near 
Tsitsihar despite the fact that 
League of Nations council is in ses- 
SION. 

The Tokyo government has declared 
it is dealing with local incidents and 
had no intention of encroaching on 
the territorial and administrative in- 
tegrity of Manchuria, but they have 
overthrown the national government 
administration in the regions they 
are occupying. 

A Japanese spokesman has empha- 
sized that Japan is particularly de- 
termined that I shall not go back to 
Manchuria. This hatred is based 
solely on the fact that it was I who 
elevated Manchurian matters from a 
purely local to a national plane, com- 
pelling Japan to deal with the cen- 
tral government instead of as here- 
tofore with local officials. 

The effect of this change must be 
obvious. It is indicated by attempts 
to set up puppet governments at vari- 
ous centers where such efforts hither- 
to have ended in failure. 

The recent attempt to smuggle the 
former Manchu emperor into Man- 
churia and to pretend that it is the 
popular wish that the Manchu dynas- 
ty be restored can be des¢ribed only

The Japanese have said they have 
a force of less than 14,000 to op- 
pose 300,000 fully equipped Chinese, 
and that this warranted extension 
of their occupation. But when the 
League decided that Japanese troops 
must be withdrawn into the railway 
zone, the Japanese said it could not be 
done because there was not an ade- 
quate Chinese force to take it over one 
is justified in asking what became of 
the 300,000 Chinese regulars so per- 
sistently talked about. 

There are in fact not more than 
80,000 armed Chinese troops in the 
whole of Manchuria and these are not 
on war footing, for the Japanese 
seized arsenal depots as well as the 
funds of Chinese banks and means of 
transportation.

RAID “TIP OFF’ BARED 


IN PHOENIX CITY CASE 


Alleged ‘Planting’ of Liquor 
Also Related at Trial of 
46 Citizens. 


OPELIKA, Ala., Nov. 17.—(#)\—~ 
Tip-offs of intpendiurg forays of offi- 
cers against liquor-dealing establish- 
ments and the alleged “planting” of 
liquor on the premises of a negro were 
described in United States court here 
today, as the government called wit- 
nesses in the trial of 46 Phenix City 
residents charged with conspiracy to 
violate the national prohibition laws. 

The principal witnesses ‘called were 
Howard Smith, who described himself 
as an operator of the “Bright Light,” 
place where liquor was sold; Carl 
Green, who admitted managing the 
Bridge grocery, which handled liquor: 
and Dave Smith, former assistant 
chief of police of Phenix City. 

Green, on direct examination. told 
of purchasing a still from L. G. Hern- 
don, Columbus, Ga., tinsmith, and ob- 
taining it while accompanied by D. W. 
Palmer, government special agent who 
brought it to Opelika, for evidence. 

The former manager of the Bridge 
grocery also told of being tipped on 
one raid and other raids against his 
establishment by Phenix City police 
in which state and federal officers 
peruepenen He also told of seeing 
iquor taken from the Phenix City jail 
and placed in cars of Walter E. Sher- 
rer, former mayor, and FE. L. White, 
former city commissioner, both of 
whom are defendants. 

On cross-examination Green admit- 
ted being taken from jail and deliv- 
ered into custody of Palmer, then aid- 
ing in gathering evidence. Under ques- 
tioning by John Denson, defense at- 
torney, Green said he saw whisky 
taken from the jail and poured into 
radiators of the automobiles. 

Green also testified under Denson’s 
questioning that he had no intention 
of using the still when he ordered it 
from Herndon. He told of making a 
trip to the federal penitentiary at 
Atlanta with Palmer, where they ob- 
tained a diagram from Dozier Jennett 
to unearth two storage tanks back of 
the Cash and Carry grocery, which 
Jennett described yesterday as_ his 
store in which liquor Was sold. 

Dave Smith said Desk Sergeant 
Harry Lanier, of Phenix City. whose 
case was severed. from the others on 
trial, told him always to notify him 
when search warrants were sworn out 
as Chief of Police J. M. Blair, a de- 
fendant, always did.

Taking cognizance of recent contro- 
versies, the convention, under guid- 
ance of President Avery Brundage, 
formulated a new definition of an 
“amateur athlete.” 

“An amateur athlete is,” the con- 
vention decided, “one who engages in 
sport solely for the physical, mental 
or social benefit he derives therefrom 
and to whom sport is nothing more 
than an avocation.” 

A plea that “amateur athletics be 
maintained solely for amateurs” was 
made by Brundage in his annual con-

Georgia during 1930-31 showed a 49 
per cent increase in chapters and 42 
per cent in members, T. D. Brown, of 
Carnesville, Ga., president of the 
Georgia no i 1 told the annual 
congress of Future Farmers here to- 
day. 

Brown's report showed that in 
1929-30 there were 57 chapters in 
Georgia with a. membership of 1,010 
and in 1930-31 this had been increas- 
el to 85 chapters with 1,433 mem- 

rs. 

The report continued : 

“District meetings of officers of lo- 
cal chapters were held in every part 
of the state. At these meetings re- 
ports of accomplishments of each 
chapter were made and proved help- 
ful and will be continued in the fu- 
ture, 

“A number of our chapters have 
constrycted chapter cabins in wich 
chapter meetings are held and over- 
night camping parties enjoyed hy the 
memberships. 

“Several chapters have established 
scholarship loan funds to help worthy 
members continue their education in 
agriculture at college. One chapter 
has constructed a brick building -in 
the heart of a village and are using 
the rentals from it to establish a loan 
fund, To this date they have $600 in 
the loan fund.
